And, let them beeiſo configured, truſt to me neuer, if the 
myſtery be as not authentick, as ſuperlatiuely important. 
The keyes of his Pre iſthood doe locke, and vnlocke 
beauen, and his Scepter, paſſing through them, protects 
what it ypholds, and gouernes aſwell „as heere. Ir 
is a rod of many names. It is a rod of direction, it is a 
rod of cotrection, it is a rod of power, and the onely 
treble mace by vvliich heauen, earih, and hell are wed, 
and regulated. So that in reſpect of thole two cheiſe au-
